The  Alternate  Learning  Program  put 

into  operation  under  coordinator  Mr. 
Jeffry  Fleischman,  this  year,  has  been  very 
successful.  Through  ALPS,  students  are 
able  to  fulfill  high  school  requirements  in 
ways  other  than  by  attending  classes.  To 
qualify  for  ALPS  a student  constructs  a 
program,  including  definite  learning 
objectives,  which  must  be  okayed  by  a high 
school  faculty  advisor.
